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On pages 13-14 of the remarks, applicant argues that the examiner improperly made an Office Action final because a new ground of 
rejection was introduced for claim 1 and the new rejection was not necessitated by an amendment to the claims. 

In response, the examiner hereby withdraws the explicit 103 rejection of claim 1 (AAPA in view of Lemmon and further in view of 
Sharangpani) and incorporates it into the rejection of claim 2. It should be realized that the new claim 1 and claim 2 rejections were 
separated in the Final Office Action for applicant's convenience. The examiner did not apply a new rejection to claim 1 solely to reject 
claim 1 Instead, the claim 1 rejection was made because in order to reject claim 2, claim 1 must also be rejected (since claim 2 
incorporates all limitations of claim 1). 

Consequently, the examiner asserts that finality is maintained, and consequently, this after-final amendment will not be entered because 
it presents additional claims (31-33) without canceling a corresponding number of finally rejected claims. 
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
